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[B.]  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions, 
Tho  Magnitude  of  interests  involved  gives  importance  to  tho  subject  con- 
fided to  your  coin  in  it  teo.  Upon  the  spirit,  capacity  bihI  support  of  our 
Home  Missions,  mu^t  depend  the  healthful  action  of  our  Foreign.  You  will 
permit  us  to  make  a  few  practical  suggtwtions  on  tlie  relative  importance  of 
fields  of  operations,  tho  poisons  to  occupy,  and  tho  most  probable  aids  to 
success. 

J^kst — Thk  FiKi.ns  ok  Lvnoii. — Men  of  tho  world,  and  especially  those 
<yf  moderate  capital,  choose  fields  of  operation  where  tho  readiest  and  most 
certain  returns  will  he  realized.  An  i  <>ur  Hoard,  in  our  judgment,  should 
be  governed  by  the  same  rule  in  tho  investment  of  the  funds  placed  nt 
their  control.  The  time,  cost  and  labor  muM  be  computed,  and  that  field 
occupied  which  will  produce  the  quickest  and  largest  returns.  Here,  we 
trust,  your  committee  will  not  be  regarded  as  invidious.  Wo  contend,  ia 
thin,  as  in  every  thing  else,  for  the  fitness  of  the  operator  for  his  special  work. 
We  have,  under  the  gospel,  a  variety  of  gifts,  but  all  by  the  samo  spirit. 
Great  evils  result, doubtless,  by  the  mismanagement  of  God'n  laborers.  They 
sometimes  err  themselves,  at  other  times  intluences  beyond  their  control, 
force  them  into  improper  fields.  Hut  as  it  regards  tho  missionaries  for  our 
fields,  reference  should  not  be  had  merely  to  spiritual  qualifications.  It  is 
not  enough  for  them  to  he  good  pastors.  They  must  not  only  be  full  of  faith 
ond  the  Holy  Ghost,  but  should  also  possess  those  high  traits  of  character 
which  will  enter  into,  and  successfully  mingle  with  the  common  sense,  suc- 
cessful man,  and  secure  confidence  in  him  as  n  man  of  active  and  positive 
virtues.  In  a  Scripture  sense,  the  missionary  should  be  a  growing  man- 
one  calculated  to  lead.  His  acquired,  practical  and  gospel  abilities  should 
elevate  him,  in  general  society,  above  mediocrity.  However  raftch  his  good- 
ness may  endear  him  to  his  people,  (and  this  is  indispensable,)  he  must  be 
"a  workman  that  needvth  not  t<>  he  ashamed;"  "rightly  to  divide  the  word 
of  truth  among  his  hearers."  These  qualifications  and  acquirements  will, 
with  (iod's  blessings,  give  him  success,  and  that  inspired  zeal  and  activity, 
and  these  lead  to  practical  wisdom,  and  crown  his  ministerial  character  in 
doctrines,  faith  and  good  works,  as  the  servant  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Aids  to  SfCCESS. — Whilst  all  success  is  from  God,  and  the  gospel  preach- 
ed his  ordained  means  of  salvation,  he  sanctions  whatever  kindred  agencies 
lie  pleases  in  forwarding  the  operations  of  truth,  cither  in  the  preparation  of 
the  soil  or  cultivation  of  tho  plants  in  his  vineyard.  Whilst  Phillip  may 
preach  Christ  to  a  reading  and  yet  ignorant  penitent,  Aquilla  and  Priscilli 
may  teach  somo  young  dueifile  the  way  of  tho  Lord  more  perfectly.  While 
pious  women,  under  tho  great  missionary  Paul,  were  not  allowed  to  teach 
publicly,  yet,  in  private,  they  labored  with  him  in  word  and  doctrine.  Pri- 
vate brethren,  from  surrounding  churches,  in  singing,  prayer  and  exhortation 
have,  and  can  often  do  the  soul-burthened  missionary  effective  service. 
Those  who  rely  upon  their  own  efforts  will  often  fail,  while  others  of  less  talent 
will  succeed  by  these  helps.  There  is  a  power  given  to  the  uwelling  affec- 
tion of  pious  hearts,  poured  out  in  heavenly  music,  fervent  prayer,  and  affec- 
tionate exhortation  that  will  electrify  and  control  60uls,  and  cause  them  to 
ssek  Christ  as  involuntarily  as  the  strearxs  flow  to  the  ocean. 
The  supply  of  rell  selected  books,  in  the  hands  of  the  missionary  or  of  a 
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colportour,  will  lesson  very  much  the  otherwise  needed  labor.  With  a  well 
regulated  supply  of  those  the  surface  of  operation  may  bo  doubled,  and  yot 
as  well  cultivated  with  them  as  the  one  half  without  them,  and  in  the  dis- 
charge of  this  work  the  very  best  method  of  gospel  training  for  future' 
usefulness. 

These  suggestions  have  not  been  made  in  the  spirit  of  complaining,  nei- 
ther of  dictation.  Wo  only  ask  for  them  the  consideration  they  merit,  par- 
ticularly as  our  Associations  are  giving  tho  control  of  their  Local  Missions  to 
the  Domestic  Hoard,  at  Marion.  In  many  of  tho  flourishing  country  settle- 
ments, especially  in  tho  northern  portions  of  tho  State,  aro  Baptist  missionary 
grounds,  saying  nothing  of  surrounding  States  in  our  sunny  south.  And  to 
many  of  thsm  our  membership  is  rapidly  passing.  And  they  would  hail 
your  missionaries  as  the  messengers  of  mercy  from  God.

Female  Institute. 

Tho  Trustees  of  the  Judson  Female  Instituto  respectfully  report: 

Tho  number  of  Pupils  on  tho  Catalogue  for  tho  Scholastic  year,  ending 
July  0,  is  Two  Hundred  and  Three,  ■ 

The  last  Graduating  Class,  numbering  fifteen,  was  tho  largest  that  Las 
received  tho  Honors  of  tho  Institute. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  your  body,  only  two  cases  of  serious  illness  have 
occurred  among  the  inmates  of  the  institution,  one  of  which,  hemorhage 
from  the  nostrils,  proved  fatal. 

Tho  number  of  students,  in  attendance  at  this  dato,  is  Two  Hundred  and 
Fourteen,  being  torty-four  more  than  were  present  at  the  same  time,  one 
year  ago. 

Tho  number  of  Professors,  Teachers  and  other  Officers,  at  this  time  con- 
nected with  the  Judson  is  seventeen — all  of  them  devoting  their  whole  time 
to  tho  interests  of  tho  Institute. 

Tho  Report  of  tho  Board  oi  Visitors  on  the  last  Examination,  is  herewith 
submitted.

REPORT  OF  THE  F.OAUD  OF  VISITORS,  UPON  THE  SIXTEENTH  ANNUAL 
EXAMINATION  OF  THE  JUDSON  FEMALE  INSTITUTO. 

The  examination  occupied  four  days,  during  which  time  thero  were  brought 
forward  more  than  forty  classes  in  tho  various  branches  of  tho  extensive  and 
judiciously  arranged  course  of  study  marked  out  for  the  pupils  of  the  Judson. 

The  examination  was  conducted  in  the  u\u>t  thorough  and  impartial  man- 
ner, the  members  of  the  Board  assigning  parts  to  the  pupils  after  they  had 
been  called,  or  otherwise  calling  out  tho  pupils  after  the  paits  had  been 
named  by  the  instructor. 

The  pupils,  from  the  Misses  in  the  Primary  and  Preparatory  Departments, 
to  tho  young  ladies  of  the  Senior  Class,  sustained  their  examination  in  a 
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manner  kighlv  creditable  to  themselves  nnd  the  Institution.  In  Matliemnt. 
k-s  tlicy  solved  tho  must  difficult  problems  and  demonstrated  tlie  most  ab- 
•truso  propositions,  readily,  nccurntcly  and  understanding!)*,  In  Natural 
l'hilosopbv,  Chemistry,  Astronomy,  Moral  and  Intellectual  IMiilosoj.hy, 
liliotriric,  Lo^ic,  ovc,  their  recitations  showed  that  they  had  not  merely  com. 
mtttcd  to  memory  the  language  .>f  tho  nutlior,  but  had  made  the  principle! 
developed  fl  part  of  their  stock  of  knowledge.  The  large  number  of  clawe* 
)u  which  most  of  tho  young  ladies  appeared,  was  an  evidence  not  only  of 
groat  industry,  but  of  more  than  ordinary  ability. 

Tho  Hoard  were  convinced  of  the  eminent  ability  of  the  Faculty  of  instruc- 
tion. The  rigid,  skillful  and  ready  manner  in  which  nil  tho  Professors  and 
Teachers  conducted  the  examination  of  their  classes,  exhibited  not  only  their 
high  attainments  in  their  several  departments,  but  their  sltill  and  fidelity  u 
instructors.  The  checrfulnoxa  olucrvable  on  the  part  of  their  pupils,  aid 
thotr  promptness  in  fulfilling  their  wishes,  showed  that  they  had  secured  tbtiii 
confident  and  esteem. 

The  exhibition  of  Drawings  and  Paintings,  Embroidery,  "Wax-work,  it, 
gftve  evidence  that  tho  pupils  in  this  department  had  had  instruction  not 
only  thorough  and  faithful,  but  such  as  to  inspire  them  with  a  lovo  for  these 
ele^ar.t  accomplishments. 

The  Concerts  of  Music  satisfied  tho  Board  that  the  high  reputation  of  this 
department  had  been  richly  merited.  The  selections  were  good,  tho  arrange- 
ment of  parts  admirable,  and  the  performances  highly  creditable  even  to  an 
institution  of  so  high  a  reputation  as  tho  Judson.  Tho  large  number  of 
pisces  of  music  performed  at  the  concerts  as  well  as  during  the  progress  of 
tho  examination  for  tho  entertainment  of  tho  audience,  requiring  a  high  de- 
gree of  knowledge,  skill  and  taste  for  their  execution,  and  performed  too  si- 
most  entirely  by  tho  pupils  themselves,  caused  snme  surprise. 

The  exorcises  of  the  Graduating  Class,  fifteen  in  number,  on  the  occasion 
of  their  receiving  tho  honors  of  the  Institution,  woro  of  an  interesting  and 
elevated  character.  The  essays  of  tho  class,  as  well  as  their  manner  of  read- 
ing them,  and  indeed  their  whole  appeannce  were  such  as  to  excito  the  just 
pride  of  their  instructors,  their  friends,  the  friends  of  the  Institution  and  all 
friends  of  education. 

The  perfect  system  and  regularity  manif<vtod  during  the  examination,  the- 
orderly  conduct  and  lady-like  deportment  of  the  pupils  on  all  occasions,  elic- 
ited the  admiration  of  the  Hoard. 

Tho  universally  healthful  appearance  of  so  largo  a  number  of  pupils,  not- 
withstanding their  close  application  to  study,  was  also  tho  subject  of  remark. 
Everything  connected  with  the  closing  exercises  ot  tho  sossion  tonded  to 
bj  impress  the  Hoard  with  the  belief  that,  although  the  Judson  enjoyB  a  higher 
f     roputfltion  than  any  other  Female  Seminary  in  the  south-west,  perhaps  in 
tho  whole  South,  yet  its  real  merits  are  not  fully  appreciated,     Wo  beliare 
there  is  hardly  to  bo  found   elsewhere,  an  Institution  of  tho  kind  with  eo 
much  to  recommend  it,  nnd  so  little  to  detract  from  its  claims.     Consum- 
mate skill  in  management,  indefatigable  industry,  ardent  devotion  U>  the 
caupo  of  education,  as  well  as  a  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  rising 
generation,  on  the  part  of  its  distinguished  Principal,  have  been  the  means 
of  building  up  an  Institution  which  is  an  honor  nnd  a  blessing  not  only  to 
tho  denomination  to  which  it  belongs,  but  to  the  State,  tho  Country.

Your  oommittoo  on  periodical!'  regard  the  Home  ami  Foreign  Journal 
and  Indian  Advocate  iiiiportHtit  periodicals,  and  earnestly  recommend  thai 
the  denomination  more  liberally  patronize  thorn. 

The  South  Western  Baptist,  now  published  at  Tnskpgeo,  Ala.,  your  com- 
niit f <■«  would  also  recommend  to  the  sympathy  and  support  of  Baptists,  in 
pHrtirnUr,  and  to  the  friends  of  truth  in  general.  This  paper  we  regard  as 
the  organ,  and  the  only  organ,  of  the  denomination  in  the  State.  There  are 
now  about  sixty  thousand  Baptists  in  Alabama.  Surely  by  this  number  one 
paper  ought  to  be  sustain**!.  Hut  is  such  the  fact  I  Is  our  Statu  organ 
sustained  ?  We  n-dc  the  Convention  seriously  to  consider  and  answer  these 
questions.  The  truth  is,  (as  we  learn  from  the  Editors,)  that  though  thero 
are  sixty  thousand  Baptists  in  Alabama  there  are  only  between  Jifteen  and 
tixlxrn  hundred  subscribers  to  the  "South  Western  IJapiist." 

l>oea  this  look  like  sustaining  that  paper  1  Some  may  say  that  many  of 
our  members  a»-e  servants.  That  is  true.  But  then  we  reply  that  many 
«ren  of  these  fifteen  or  sixteen  hundred  subscribers  either  live  out  of  the- 
State  or  are  not  members  of  the  Baptist  church.  Your  committee  think 
we  ought  to  emulate  our  brethren  of  other  denominations  in  this  respect.  A 
failure  of  a  paper  among  them  would  be  almost  an  anomaly  in  their  history. 
Why  is  this!  The  answer  is  obvious.  They  never  attempt  the  publish- 
ment of  a  paper  unless  one  is  really  demanded,  and  then  the  whole  denomina- 
tion unites  in  sustaining  it.  So  should  we  do.  If  then  the  South  V/estern 
Baptist  is  not  needed  as  an  organ  of  communication,  we  should  advise  the 
editors  and  stockholders  to  discontinue  it,  and  should  they  not  heed  this 
suggestion  every  Baptist  ought  to  order  his  paper  stopped  immediately.  It 
fs  then  for  this  Convention,  or  the  Baptists  of  Alabama  to  say  whether  the 
South  Western  Baptist  is  necessary — whether  its  friends  shall  continue  to 
publish  it,  or  shall  cease  to  labor  and  sacrifice  to  promote  tho  interests  of 
truth  in  this  wav.  Your  committee  then  submit  the  question  to  the  Con- 
vention. Do  we  need  a  paper  in  tho  State,  and  if  so  v  ill  we  sustain  it? 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

(E)         Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Southern 
Baptist  Publication  Society. 

Your  committee  have  had  under  consideration  tho  subject  submitted  to 
them,  and  though  they  have  had  but  'iltlo  data  from  which  to  form  an 
opinion  in  relation  to  tho  condition  of  tho  Southern  Baptist  Publication 
Society,  and  the  influence  which  it  is  exerting  upon  tho  Baptist  denomina- 
tion, and  our  population  at  large,  yet  wo  are  authorized  to  believe,  that  the 
Society  has  accomplished  all  that  could  have  been  expected  from  the  limited 
amount  of  money  which  its  friends  have  been  able  to  command.  The  Soci- 
•  ety  has  clearly  proven  that  we  have  in  our  midst  all  the  elements  necessary 
for  the  advancement  of  our  literature,  and  that  nothing  is  wanting  but  a 
vigorous  effort  to  bring  them  into  successful  operation.  It  is  now  known 
that  books  emenating  from  our  own  authors,  suited  to  our  character  and  to 
oar  national  relations,  to  the  wants  of  tho  ago  and  the  church,  commended 
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by  their  st\  lo  nml  fervor  of  piety,  can  bo  obtained.  Tlio  influcnro  of  which, 
if  properly  circulated,  will  be  Hot  only  to  elevate,  die  standard  of  piety 
nm.mg  our  members,  but  to  strengthen  t ho  mind  and  chasten  the  imaging- 
tion.  Hence  we  mu»t  olieeifnllv  recommend  the  Southern  Baptist  l'nl.lica- 
tion  Society  to  the  kind  regard  and  fostering  caro  of  all  Southern  Baptist!.

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(F)    Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion, 

The  committee  on  tho  State  of  Religion,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  follow- 
itig  Keport : 

The  means  of  accurately  ascertaining  the  progress  of  the  denomination 
since  tho  last  Convention,  in  numerical  strength  and  liberality,  are  not 
within  tho  reach  of  the  committee,  though  it  ha*  not  been  inconsiderable, 
comparing  favorably  with  the  progress  of  former  years. 

Whilst  there  are  exceptions,  it  affords  the  committee  pleasure  to  express 
tlicir  conviction  that  great  doctrinal  uniformity  pervades  the  denomination, 
coinciding  more  nearly,  it  is  believed,  with  that  which  is  now  beginning  to 
be  known  as  tho  Fullerean  system,  than  any  other;  and  though  little  noise 
is  made  about  it,  your  committee  believe  that  there  was  never  a  time  when 
our  peculiar  church  polity  as  Baptists  was  bettei  understood  by  the  masses 
of  our  people,  or  more  firmly  held  as  the  teaching  of  God's  word. 

The  churches  in  various  parts  of  the  State  regard  themselves  inadequately 
supplied  with  tho  ministry.  This  arises  from  two  or  three  causes  easily 
specified :  1st.  Tho  number  of  young  men  coming  forward  in  the  right 
spirit,  and  furnished  with  tho  means,  private  or  public,  for  training  suited  to 
tlio  sacred  otlice,  is  too  small.  '2d.  Proper  encouragement  and  aid  aro  not 
supplied  to  those  who  are  approved  as  men  of  God,  however  patiently  and 
laboriously  they  may  furnish  proof  of  their  authority  to  speak  for  him,  the 
first  years  of  a  young  minister  in  Alabama,  unless  he  is  aided  by  external 
circumstances  or  extraordinary  endowments,  being  cheerless  in  the  extreme. 
This  kind  of  discipline  is  not  unwholesome,  in  tTj'e  case  of  the  stronger  spirit, 
perhaps,  but  triAy  it  not  discourage  or  even  overwhelm  some  of  a  mental 
aud  moral  constitution  less  robust,  who,  cheered  by  the  sympathies  and 
prayers  and  aid  of  the  churches,  might  be  eminently  serviceable  ?  3d.  How- 
ever arising,  there  is  a  demand  for  an  order  of  piety  and  attainments,  we 
mean  in  the  knowledge  that  maketh  wise  unto  salvation,  unmet  by  the 
present  supply.  May  it  not  be  that  there  is  too  little  prayer  on  this  sub- 
ject ?  too  little  consecration?  That  parents  do  not  covet  the  sacred  pro- 
fession for  their  sous  as  they  do  tho  secular  professions  ? 

Your  committee  would  advert  to  a  phase  in  the  religion  of  the  times  not 
peculiar  to  the  Baptist  denomination,  viz :  its  periodicity.  The  accessions 
to  our  churches. are  almost  wholly  in  the  summer  and  fall  months,  attribu- 
table to  the  fact  that  what  are  called  protracted  meetings,  are  held  in  most 
of  the  churches  during  those  months,  when  the  ordinary  avocations  of  life 
are  for  the  time  laid  aside,  and  men  attend  on  the  services  and  ordinances 
of  religion.  This  period  over,  they  return,  in  many  cases,  with  antoonlea 
avidity  to  their  secular  occupatious  for  a  twelvemonth,  establishing  in  fact 
and  in  spirit,  it  is  to  bo  feared,  a  line  so  sharply  defined  between  religion 
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and  business  thatono  is  regarded  incompatible  with  the  otlier.  Now  while 
protracted  meetings  have  evidently,  in  many  cases,  been  found  a  good  in- 
strumentality, this  periodic)',  pissing  from  the  extreme  of  enthusiasm  to  that 
of  apathy,  fostered  by  the  present  system,  furnishes  occasion  for  serious 
thought  if  not  alarm,  as  destructive  of  uniform  and  consistent  piety,  and 
detrimental  to  the  right  estimation  of  the  "patient  continuance  in  well  do- 
ing" of  the  pastoral  ollico  and  labors.  In  some  eases  the  people  have  al- 
most forgotten  tho  uso  of  '•  pastors  and  teachers,"  in  their  absorption  with 
"evangelist^."  Dazzled  with  tho  more  imposing  brightness  of  the  comet, 
they  hnvo  failed  to  nppreciato  tho  never-paling  light  of  the  fixed  stars. 

Another  temptation  of  tho  times  may  bo  a  recognition  too  strong  of  the 
outward,  artificial,  appliances,  by  which  congregations  are  to  begotten  up, 
places  of  worship  built,  and  significance  and  respectability  attained,  in  com- 
parison with  the  idea  that  '  they  labor  in  vain  who  built  the  house,  except  tho 
Lord  build  it.'  Perhaps  no  idea  among  men  is  more  easily  lost  hight  of, 
than  that  it  is  the  truth,  plai  .ly  and  simply  declared  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  with 
childdiko  dependence  on  tho  Great  Head  of  the  Church  for  his  blessing,  to 
which  all  otker  means  are  to  be  subordinate  and  secondary,  and  upon  which 
must  be  placed  every  reliance  for  real  success.  The  wisdom  of  men,  placed 
above  the  "  foolishness  of  preaching,"  has  ever  been  the  sign  of  decaying 
vitality. 

Upon  the  whole,  your  committee  see  nothing  discouraging  in  tho  aspect 
of  our  religions  affairs  though  they  have  used  "great  plainness  of  speech." 
Tho  cause  of  religious  education  is  gaining  ground  in  tha  esteem  of  the 
churches;  the  theory  at  least,  of  entire  consecration  of  spirit,  talents  and 
property,  to  tho  servico  of  Christ  is  acquiring,  we  trust,  stronger  and  stron* 
ger  hold  upon  tho  minds  and  hearts  of  our  brethren  ;  and  r.n  honest  and 
intelligent  recognition  of  our  needs,  will,  it  is  believed,  under  Cod,  guide  ns 
to  safety  and  success.  Respectfully  submitted.

[G]  The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions 

Respectfully  report,  that  in  surveying  tho  motives  which  might  and  ought 
to  present  themselves  to  tho  christian  mind  as  excitants  to  the  great  work 
of  missions,  such  is  the  magnitude  and  such  the  stirring  nature  ot  those  con- 
siderations, that  your  committee  feel  convinced  that  they  are  sufficient  to 
arouse  and  impel  to  continued  and  vigorous  action  all  who  truly  love  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  And  wbonover  these  considerations  shall  be  brought  to 
exert  their  legitimate  effects  upon  the  mind  and  heart  of  Cod's  people,  then, 
and  not  till  then,  will  the  work  of  christian  missions  be  commenced  in 
earnest 

Among  these  considerations,  your  committee  bog  leave  to  enumerate, 
briefly,  as  follows: 

Gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  that  wisely  ordered  and  benevolent  train 
of  providences  by  which  we  ourselves  have  been  brought  into  the  kingdom 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  should  keep  us  constantly  aiive  to  the  obligations 
which  rest  Upon  us  as  subjects  of  divine  grace  and  expectants  of  glory. 
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Not  lo  occupy  time  in  reviewing  the  gracious  providence  by  which  we, 
tlio  descendant*  of  a  once  barbarous  ami  idolatrous  people,  have  heMj 
brought  lo  the  high  degree  of  civilization  which  wo  non  enjoy,  lei  us  reflect; 

each  tor  himself,  on  that  distinguishing  mercy  by  which  we,  as  well  as  runny 
of  the  dearwt  objects  of  our  aliuction,  have  beeu  brought  into  the  condition 
of  heirs  of  God  and  co-heirs  with  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  nnd  that  command 
of  Him  whom  we  acknowledge  as  our  Lord  ami  Master,  which  is  emphaii- 
cillay  His  "great  command*  and  that  work  which  is  truly  the  Church's 
groat  work,  must  come  homo  to  our  hearts  if  we  arc  possessed  of  christian 
hearts.  Let  any  christian  look  around  him,  and  sco  how  many  of  tlmho 
those  most  dear  to  his  heart,  once  aliens  and  strangers,  without  hope  aDd 
without  (iod,  are  rejoicing  in  the  confident  expectation  of  that  glory  and 
immortality  promised  in  the  blessed  gospel,  and  in  view  of  these  unspeaka- 
ble mercies  answer  to  conscience  and  to  his  loving,  dying  Redeemer,  " llort 
much  owest  thou  thy  Lord  f" 

Another  consideration  which  your  committee  would  present  ns  adapted 
to  ftVouso  the  christian  heart,  and  impel  to  continued  and  persevering  action 
in  this  great  work,  is  the  luxury  ok  doino  oood  ! 

Our  divine  Kedeemer  settled  a  most  important  principle  when  he  pro- 
nounced that  memorable  sentiment  attributed  to  nim  by  his  inspired  Apos- 
tlo  :  "It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive."  If  tliero  is  (as  all  who 
have  fairly  tried  tho  experiment  assure  us  tliero  is)  an  indescribable  luxury 
in  the  excrciso  of  the  common  charities  of  life — as  clothing  the  naked,  feed- 
ing tho  hungry,  nnd  visiting  tho  fatherless  nnd  tho  widow,  tho  sick  and  the 
imprisoned — and  if  these  acts  arc  of  so  much  consequence  in  tho  estimation 
of  the  Great  Ruler  ov  all  that  ho  dec'arcs,  (Matt,  xxv  :  35-46,)  that  they 
will  bo  recognized  and  mentioned  in  tho  decisions  of  tho  great  day  before 
the  assembled  intelligences  of  the  Universe,  what  estimate  ought  christians  to 
place  upon  the  great  duty  of  giving  the  gospel  to  thoso  who  are  sitting  in 
the  region  and  shadow  of  death  ?  If  it  be  a  blessed  thing  to  deal  bread  to 
the  perishing  child  of  want,  and  thoreby  lengthen  out  for  a  brief  period  that 
life  which  must  ere  long  bo  surrendered  in  obedience  to  that  inexorable 
decree,  "Dust  thou  art  and  unto  dust  thou  shall  return"  what  must  it  bs 
to  deal  to  thoso  who  are  perishing  for  the  bread  and  water  of  life,  that 
bread  of  which  if  a  man  oat  ho  shall  hunger  no  more,  and  that  water  where- 
of if  a  man  drink  it  shall  bo  in  him  t\  well  of  water  springing  up  unto  ever- 
lasting life. 

Your  committee  would  further  urge  that  tiik  Redeemer  looks  to  ins 
Church,  those  whom  hk  has  purchased  hy  his  own  precious  blood,  t? 
do  this  work,  llo  has  come  into  the  world,  met  the  enemy — his  and  oure 
—conquered  and  routed  the  combined  powers  of  earth  and  bell,  and  ascend- 
ing up  on  high,  has  in  his  last,  and  as  we  have  already  said,  "great  com-' 
mand"  left  to  his  church  tho  comparatively  easy  task  of  (by  means  which 
he  has  placed  abundantly  within  her  control,  viz:  men  and  monkt)  push- 
ing his  glorious  victories  to  their  final  consummation.  And  shall  they  be 
slow  to  gather  up  the  spoils  of  victory  ?  Shall  they  hesitate  to  expend  their 
funds,  and,  if  need  be,  givo  the  choicest  of  their  sons  and  daughters  to  secure 
the  fruits  of  that  victory  accomplished  by  the  tears,  the  groans,  the  agony* 
the  bloody  sweat,  the  stripes,  the  insults,  the  cruel  and  ignominious  death  of 
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their  covenant  ITend  and  Lord  ?     Humanity,  and  generous  impulses  ef  trer/ 
christian  heart,  respond  in  full  chorus,  MAT  Heaven  roitfilD  ir. 

Specially  ought  such  sentiments  possess  our  soul*  when  we  take  into 
consideration  thai  this  i*  thk  only  means  hit  which  this  ukeat  wokk  it 
to  ins  Acco.MiM.isiiKi).  A n ii< l.-t  tin*  boundless  resiiurcwi  subservient  to  the 
will  of  our  divine  Lord  as  the  Head  over  all  tilings  to  the  church,  one 
single  means  ha*  been  selected  ;  and  upon  this,  and  this  alone,  does  he  rely. 
It  is  not  For  us  to  question  by  what  means  and  by  what  ways  the  work  of  evan- 
gelization might  have  been  nceomplMied.  StilHcient  is  it  for  us  t  .  know, 
thai  lie  whom  wo  profess  to  rec<  giii/.c  as  our  Lord  and  Master,  and  in 
whose  infinite  wisdom  mid  goodness  >vo  profess  to  have  unlimited  cmifi  lence, 
has  determined,  in  preference  to  all  other  mean*,  nby  the  fool 'in hn  as  of 
preaching  to  mve  tkcm  hut  believe™  that  upon  the  church  of  redeemed  din- 
ners, hough t  with  Mood,  is  conferred  the  high  distinction  of  being-  cowoiJc* 
ers  with  (Jod  in  the  great  scheme  of  redemption. 

Here,  it  would  appear,  is  a  field  ill  which  the  most  lowering  ambition 
rnight  luxuriate  as  in  an  ocean  of  delights.  And  woe!  woe!!  w. ■(•!!!  to 
tho-io  who,  having  the  stewardship  of  the  silver  and  the  god,  will  1)  -Id  or 
refuse  when  the  demand  comes  in  the  inspired  word,  in  the  melting  appeal* 
of  our  various  boards,  from  the  htfrcliiig,  imploring  cares  of  our  missionary 
brethren  and  sisters,  from  the  thousands  and  lens  of  thousands  who  aio  rap- 
idly going  down  to  perdition.  Tin:  Loin  hath  need  ok  them,  !t  would 
bo  no  great  stretch  of  the  invagination  for  wealthy  chiistiatis  to  realize,  that 
from  every  wind  that  blows,  the  cry  comes  up  wWi  iir«si»table  pathos,  th» 
Loud  hath  nkkd  i»f  them. 

Fiom  China,  from  those  young  and  faithful  hearts  Crawford  ami  Yates, 
And  1'earcy  and  Cabaniss  and  Whelden,  we  can  hear  the  melting  cry,  inn 
Lord  hath  neki)  ok  THEM  !  Your  silver  and  yoni  gold,  your  sons  and 
your  daughters,  Tub  Loud  hath  need  ok  them!!  r'or  tho  heathens  art 
going  down  to  perdition  daily  by  scores  and  by  hundreds. 

And  when  wo  turn  our  attentive  ear  to  Africa,  poor  benighted  Africa!  wa 
hear  another  concert  of  melf'ng  appeals.  From  lJoweu  and  fron  Day,  and 
from  Cheeseman,  and  from  Davis,  and  from  Murray,  and  from  Whit*,  and 
from  Mason,  and  the  cry  blending  and  melting  upon  the  heart  of  the  chris- 
tian is,  Tin-.  Loan  hath  need  ok  them.  And  may  we  not  imagine  the 
shade*  of  that  devoted  pair,  young  henna  d  and  hi-*  companion,  hovering 
around  us  even  here,  and  whist  wring  to  ewty  kindred  heart  in  this  assem- 
bly, the  Lokd  HATii  need  ok  THEM  1  Y»ur*elve«  and  your  gold,  your 
choicest  young  men  and  maidens,  thk  bono  hath  need  of  them!  ! ! 

Your  committee  cannot  refrain  from  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that 
whilst  there  never  was  a  time  since  the  llederiier  gave  his  commission  to  his 
ehureh  "to  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature"  that  the  world  was  thrown 
»o  widely  open  to  christian  missionary  enterprise,  when  the  duty  was  so 
practicable  and  consequently  the  obligations  so  great,  instead  of  enlarging 
their  operations,  otir  Boards  are  redn  ed  to  the  mortifying  necessity  of  no 
only  declining  further  appointments,  but  arc  even  threatened  with  the  ne- 
cessity of  recalling  sjme  of  those  already  in  the  field  ;  painful,  mortifying 
fact!  and  can  we  realize  that  noble,  generous  hearted  m  n  and  women  are 
willing  to  endure  all  the  living  martyrdom  of  mis»ionnry  life,  and  all  tor  a 
bear  support,  whilst  those  who  have  the  stewardship  of  the  silver  end  jold 
» 
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arc  literally  rolling  in  affluence,  and  employing  that  wealth  with  which  God 
bus  entrusted  them  in  pampering  tho  vanity  or  vices  of  their  children,  and 
thus  paving  ilicir  way  down  In  (lonlition, 

Id  view  of  such  facts  n*  llu««e  we  nro  ready  to  ask,  Can  wn  ijk  chris- 
tians ?      CAN  WE  in:  CHRISTIANS  ! 

In  view  of  these  considerations,  wliicli  can  and  ought  to  l>o  brought  to 
boar  upon  the  mind  and  heart  of  fiod'a  people,  and  which  are  eminently 
adapted  to  nronsc  the  christian  world  to  united  and  energetic  Action  in  the 
great  cause  of  evnngelizntion,  your  committee  recommend  tlio  adoption  of 
the  follow  ing  resolutions: 

R  solved,  1st,  Ilia!  it  is  expedient  and  necessary  tli.it  measures  be  devised 
to  give  increased  energy  to  the  various  departments  of  benevolent  enterprize 
contemplated  by  this  body,  and  tim  Convention  hereby  commends  to  the 
prayerful  consideration  of  our  brethren,  tlio  ministers  and  members,  to  de- 
vise such  measures  as,  in  their  judgment,  is  Lest  adapted  to  produce  this  w 
desirable  a  result. 

Resolved,  '.'</,  That  among  the  measures  wliicli  this  body  would  recom- 
mend a>  adapted  to  this  end,  we  suggest  as  follows  : 

1st.  The  more  general  diffusion  of  missionary  intelligence  among  nil  class- 
es of  the  christian  community  by  the  circulation  of  th<-  South  Western  Hap 
list,  The  Homo  and  Foreign* Journal,  The  Indian  Advocate,  and  such  trad 
and  books  in  cheap  form  as  have  from  time  to  time  hern  published  u|>on 
these  subjects,  nmong  which  wo  name  " Zaccheus,"  "The  Redeemer's  Last 
Command,"  "The  Mission  of  the  Church,"  "The  Divine  Scheme  of  benev- 
olence," and  other  similar  works  published  by  the  American  Tract  Society. 

2d.  The  bringing  emphatically  before  the  minds  of  churches  and  commu- 
nities the  wants  of  the  world  l>y  moans  of  Mass  Missionniy  Meetings,  held 
at  prominent  points  during  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  which  brethren  should 
bo  invited  to  spend  days  in  discussing  these  subjects,  and  diffusing  intelli- 
gence, by  such  moans  as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

Resolved,  .V,  That  the  average  amount  of  contributions  for  the  various 
benevolent  objects  contemplated  by  this  body  ought  not  to  bo  less  than  ens 
cent  per  wcqk,  or  fifty  cents  per  annum,  for  each  communicant  of  these 
bodies  that  correspond  with  this.  That  this  average  is  fully  attainable,  and 
we  hereby  affectionately  recommend  the  brethren,  and  especially  the  pas- 
tors throughout  the  Stato,  to  take  some  early  opportunity  to  lay  this  matter 
before  their  respective  churches,  with  a  view  of  soliciting  their  cheerful  co- 
operation.

(II)     Report  of  Ihc  Board  of  Trustees  of  Howard 

College. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Howard  College  respectful!"  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  of  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  College  since  their  last  report : 

The  Board  have  seen  no  causo  to  complain  of  any  member  of  the  Fa- 
culty, to  whose  r.blo  and  efficient  suporintendanco  and  management  the 
educational  interest  of  the  College  has  been  entrusted  during  the  past  year. 
The  same  Professors,  consequently,  continue  to  fill  the  chairs  occupied  by 
them  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention.    In  plaee  of  the  AaeisUit 
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Tutor  in  the  Primary  Department,  the  Board  found  that  it  was  necessary  to 
elect  Mr.  Melchor,  whose  skill  and  reputation  as  a  toucher,  are  well  known 
to  your  body.  Mr.  Melcher  has  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  li is  duties, 
And  notwithstanding  tho  appalling  misfortune  which  befell  the  institution  in 
the  destruction  of  its  only  edifice,  and  the  melancholy  circumstances  attend- 
ing it,  it  is  anticipated  that  this  department  will  prosper  under  his  chargo. 
Hi*  salary  will  increaso  the  amount  annually  paid  tho  Faculty  about  three 
hundred  dollars. 

The  number  of  students  connected  with  the  College  during  tho  session 
ending  in  July  last,  was  152,  tho  large>t  which  it  ever  had..  Out  of  these, 
four  graduated  and  received  their  diplomas  at  the  last  annual  Commence-' 
merit  It  is  but  an  act  ofjustieo  to  theso  young  gcntlci  icn  to  Bay  that  while 
they  belonged  to  tho  College  their  conduct  and  deportment  was  conspicuous 
fur  propriety,  ami  that  the)'  so  discharged  their  dutiea  as  to  reflect  credit  on 
themselves  and  tho  institution.  Of  this  class  one  was  a  theological  student, 
who  bids  fair  to  do  good  service  in  the  great  cause  to  which  ho  has  devoted 
his  life  and  energies. 

Tho  present  session  of  the  College  opened  with  perhaps  brighter  prospects 
than  any  one  before.  Tho  number  of  students  was  112,  and  most  of  them 
w?re  older  and  better  prepared  than  usual  to  enter  the  regular  classes,  More 
than  an  average  number  of  theological  students  were  expected  to  be  in  at- 
tendance and  the  prospects  of  the  institution  seemed  to  bo  better  end  more 
cheering  than  at  any  former  period.  Hut  the  hopes  of  the  professors,  stu- 
dents, and  friends  of  the  College  were  destined  to  bo  blasted  in  a  moment 
On  the  night  of  tho  l5th  of  October  last,  the  startling  cry  of  fire  was  heard 
about  tho  hour  of  midnight,  and  it  was  soon  discovered  that  tho  College 
building  was  on  lire.  Prompt  ctl'orts  were  made  to  do  what  might  be  done, 
but  the  flames  had  progressed  too  far  to  be  stayed  by  any  human  agency. 
Not  only  were  the  spectators  unable  to  do  any  thing  towards  extinguishing 
the  fire,  but  they  were  soon  horror  stricken  to  see  tho  s'udents  crowding  to 
tho  window  with  scorched  hands  and  laces,  doomed,  either  loan  awful  death 
by  the  (lames,  which  were  rapidly  approaching  them,  or  to  tako  the  scarce- 
ly less  dreadful  alternative  of  leaping  from  the  windows.  Their  fate  seemed 
sealed,  but  their  bravo  young  hearts  were  equal  to  the  emergency.  After 
tli e  interchange  of  a  few  hasty  words,  they  determined  to  leap  from  tho 
giddy  heights  where  they  stood,  rather  than  fall  sacrifices  to  tho  merciless 
element  which  was  raging  behind  them.  All  but  four  did  take  that  fearful 
leap,  and  astonishing  to  relate,  though  many  of  them  jumped  from  tho  win- 
dows of  tho  fourth  story  of  the  building,  not  one  was  killed.  A  ladder  was 
fortunately  brought,  by  the  thoughtfulness  of  a  citi/.en  of  Marion,  by  which 
Mr.  Montague,  one  of  the  teachers,  and  three  of  tho  students  were  rescued 
from  the  dreadful  death  with  which  they  were  threatened.  It  was  then  dis- 
covered that  Mr.  A.  II.  Talbcrt,  one  of  tho  (students,  was  still  in  tho  fourth 
story  of  the  burning  building,  and  his  death  seemed  inevitable.  He  was 
not  seen  at  the  windows,  but  it  was  known  that  he  was  in  the  building.  Three 
noble  spirits,  Prof.  N.  K.  Davis,  Mr.  Augustus  Stollenwerk, and  Mr.  Wash- 
burn, immediately  volunteered  to  imperil  their  own  lives,  to  rescue  him.  Ho 
wm  found  by  them,  insensible  on  the  lloor  of  a  room  Id  tho  fourth  story,  and 
amid  smoke,  fire  and  falling  timbers,  was  taken  up,  and  by  heroic  daring 
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enso!  great  physical  energr,  lie  was  carried  down,  and  pared  from  immediate 
death.  Many  nf  the  students  were  most  K'riuusly  injured,  cither  by  burnt 
or  their  full-.  Moat  of  them,  however,  Imve  eh  hit  entirely  recovered  or 
nearly  mi;  noroe  few  are  still  suffering,  but  with  fair  prospects  of  ultimately 
b  ing  restored  to  health.  One,  lite  young  gentleman  ala.ve  referred  iu, *ho 
all  so  nob'y  rescued,  did  not  survive  the  injurie*  received  from  die  tire. 
Hope*  were  for  some  lime  entertained  tlutt  lie  would  recover,  but  the  great 
Disposer  uf  events  bad  decreed  otherwise.  It  seemed  hard  iluit  one  no  young 
to  full  of  hope,  should  he  lluis  ti  in  away  in  ibe  morning  i»f  life,  from  every 
endearment  which  earth  could  give,  but  tlu*  tin-.it  Ueillg  who  culled  him 
away  had  prepared  him  for  his  departure,  and  while  those  wlio  loved  him 
here  for  the  malt)'  excellence-  of  hie  cbaiactcr,  call  but  lament  hi*  untimely 
death,  and  will  long  takw  and  pleasure  in  recalling  the  many  evidences  ef 
the  goodness  and  gentleness  of  his  nature  which  memory  faithfully  treasured 
op,  tlioy  are  cheeicd  by  the  hope  lb  St  ho  is  now  reaping  the  reward  which 
bin  early  piety  secuied  to  him. 

The  suildctmcss  of  the  the,  and  the  place  of  its  origin — culling  off  as  it 
did  a'l  way  of  escape  for  the  students  —  rendered  it  impossible  to  save  any 
©f  the  Coll  ge  property.  Not  only  the  building,  but  the  philosophical  and 
chemical  apparatus,  the  cabinets  of  curiosities,  the  libraries  of  the  College,  of 
the  two  Literary  Societies  connected  \\  iili  it,  and  of  the  President  of  the 
College;  in.  short,  even  thing  is  a  total  loss  The  calamity  on  the  denomi- 
nation and  the  general  educational  interests  of  the  country,  is  grert.  The 
visitation  is  mysterious,  but  lie  who  controls  all  things  "scelh  not  a*  man 
seeth  ;"  and  however  awful  and  overwhelming  the  misfortune  now  appear* 
to  be,  let  us  bow  in  humble  submission  to  His  will,  with  the  confident  assu- 
rance tlial  however  inscrutable  this  event  is  to  our  sboilsightcdness,  that  tt 
was  designed  for  good.  The  Howard  College  did  not  consist  merely  of  the 
brick  and  mortar  out  of  which  ihc  building  was  constructed,  and  in  which 
its  exercises  were  conducted,  nor  of  the  many  and  varied  articles  of  value 
which  it  contained;  but  it  was  an  organized  existence,  alt<  gether  independ- 
ent of  its  edilice,  and  dependent  for  its  existence  on  the  generous,  worm 
hearts  of  its  benefactors.  Many  of  'these  have  already  nobly  and  promptly 
eorno  to  ils  assistance,  aod  Already  about  twenty  thousand  dollars  have  been 
subscribed  to  rebuild  it.  This  sum  is  sufficient  to  tear  such  buildings  ns  the 
wsnts  of  the  denomination  and  the  public  demand  ;  and  we  still  hope  that 
the  amount  wil!  h«  iucicfu.d  by  one  tjiird  at  lea.-t,  so  that  the  institution  may 
have  such  buildings  as  its  necessities  require,  „tid  such  as  every  Baptist  niK* 
well  wisher  of  the  cause  of  education  ought  to  desire  to  sec  elected.  Step* 
have  already  been  taken  to  secure  another  more  eligible  site,  and  ,ieW  huild- 
ings  will,  it  is  expected,  soon  be  under  contract,  and  will  be  completed  M 
early  as  practicable.  In  the  meantime  the  exerci-es  of  the  College  bsve 
been,  and  it  is  intended,  will  continue  to  be  kept  up,  so  as  to  avoid  as  far  a* 
possible  Hny  intermission  in  the  studies  of  those  whose  tducaiion  have  been 
entrusted  to  it. 

Candor  requires  that  it  should  be  stated  thnf  the  financial  condition  of  the 
College  is  not  such  as  it  should  be.  An  examination  of  the  later  reports  of 
the  Board  heretofore  submitted  to  the  Convention  will  ebow,  and  the  fact  is 
lnqueslionable  that  the  funds  of  the  College  are  gradually  diminishing,  and 
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tinles*  mme  remedy  is  provided  one  of  two  result*  miH  follow — cittior  the 
College  exercise*  must  cease  lit  oiicei  or  the  exercises  will  Iks  keui  up  fur  a 
few  years  and  then  its  existence  will  terminate  for  waul  of  funds  to  sustain 
it.    Tin*  liiNt  atinual   report  sln>*s  tliat  l he  theological  and   literary  fund 
amounted  10  $58,855  80,  it  may  now   be  se».  down  at  several  hundred  dol- 
lar! le-w — but  these  stuns  are  merely  nominal  —a  careful  examination  nf  the 
books,  and  inquiry  into  ilic  condition  of  the  subscribers  to  (he  different  fund* 
since  the  last  Convention,  have  developed  the  tact  that  hut  littlv  over  forty 
thousand  dollars  of  the  entire  funds  of  the  College  (In-side  ihe  late  suhscrip- 
lion  list*,  and  list  of  brother  Henderson,  hereafter  mentined)  can  iow  bo 
regarded  as  available.     The  annual  interest  on  the  pori ion  of  this  amount 
winch  pay*  interest,  atnl  the  tuition  received  from  studeii  n  who  are  now 
receiving  the  benefit  of  seholarshij*,  hiiJ  arc  not  beneficiaries,  will  not  pay 
the  current  expenses  of  the  College;    and  the  consequence  i*,  thai  one  of 
three  alternatives  iiui>t  be  taken  :    the  College  must  he  closed,  the  principal 
fund  ll'llst  l>e  used  and  gradually  exhausted,  or  a  sufiicicnt  ftltil   must  ha 
obtained  by  annual  subscriptions  to  supply  the  constantly  recurring  defi- 
ciency,    The  Hoard  have  made  many  efforts  to  procure  the  services  of  such 
an  agent  as  the  necessities  of  the  case  demand,  but  thus  far  without  success. 
Brother  Henderson  was  appointed  by  the  Hoard  in  July  last  to  canvass  so 
much  of  (he  State  as  J40  could  during  the  last  vacation;'  and  it  affords  us 
pleasure  to  be  able  to  state,  that  he  was  met  with  a  liberality  at  least  as 
great  as  could  have  been  expected.     During  the  short  time  he  was  in  the 
field,  he  obtained  something  over  ten  thousand  dollars  of  good  subscription. 
All  the  circumstances  considered,  probably   no  agent  was  at  any  previous 
period  more  successful.     This  sum  is  not  only  cheering  in  itself,  but  it  is 
proof  of  the  continued  desire  of  the  denomination,  as  well  as  of  the  commu- 
nity, to  sustain  this  institution.     It  augurs  favorably  for  one  more  s-ystemalie 
effort  that  may  be  hereafter  made  to  effect  its  permanent  endowment.     The 
questions   however  still    recur:    How  shall  the  annual  deficit  in  paving  the 
expnseses  of  the  College  bo  met  ?     Shall  the  principal  continue  to  "bo  used, 
and  thus  the  chances  for  the  permanent  endowment  of  the  College  be  annu- 
ally diminished,  the  diminution  increasing  in  amount  with  the  time  this  sys- 
tem  shall   bo   followed?     These  are  questions  which  the  Hoard  of  Trustee* 
submit  to  the  Convention,  and  ask  solutions  at  the  present  session.     The 
Hoard   respectfully   solicit  definite  action.     If  it  be  the  pleasure  of  the  Con- 
tention, that  the  principal  of  the  College  fund  shall  not  be  used,  let  it  be  so 
»md  ;  and  let  it  bo  understood  in  connection  therewith,  that  this  oelermina- 
tion  must  be  adherred  to,  although  a  suspension  of  the  exercises  of  the 
College  bo  the  result. 

Whatever  course  may  ho  adopted,  the  Hoard  bog  leave  to  press  upon  the 
Convention,  and  the  denomination  at  large,  the  necessity  of  immediate 
action  in  order  to  secure  the  end  so  long  desired— the  permanent  endow- 
ment of  the  College;  that  the  services  of  at  least  one  efficient  agent  should 
he  obtained,  and  that  he  should  be  kept  in  the  field  until  the  end  wished 
f^r  shall  be  gained  ;  that  this  Convention  should  now  resolve  that,  with  the 
•id  of  the  Giver  of  all  good,  that  the  Howard  College  shall  no  longer  have 
a  doubtful  and  precarious  existence,  hut  thai  it  shall  be  placed  on  a  solid 
*nd  enduring  basis,  and  that  it  shall  be  what  the  denomination,  if  united 
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and  determined,  can  make  it— en  ornament  tn  the  State,  a  monument  te 
Baptist  zeal  atul  liberality  in  the  cause  of  education,  and,  with  the  approv- 
ing smiles  of  the  great  Uedeumcr,  mi  instrumentality  in  Hiding  to  effect  the 
regeneration  of  mankind.    All  of  which  is  reapectfulk  submitted.

(I)  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Education* 

\  uur  committee  would  speak  in  term*  of  commendation  of  tlie  varioui 
enterprises  connected  v\iili  this  d»parlment  of  our  denominational  effort*. 
The  increasing  prosperity  of  tlie  Judsoii  Female  I n> tit ut*t  deserves  particular 
notice,  the  uuuiber  of  pupils  being  now  larger  than  at  any  previous  lime  ia 
its  history.  We  would  refer  the  fiiends  of  lemale  education  to  the  report  of 
the  lioaid  of  Trustees,  and  recoinmenU  that  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Vii- 
ilors  be  published  in  your  Minutes. 

It  is  a  most  encouraging  fact,  in  this  progressive  day,  that  a  good  educi- 
lion  is  begin uing to  he  irgarded  the  richest  inheritance  that  we  can  pveour 
children,  the  best  service  we  ran  render  to  our  country,  and  with  the  conse- 
cration ot  our  hearts  to  Christ,  the  noblest  sacrifice  we  can  oiler  to  him. 
The  great  object  before  this  body  is,  we  believe,  us  it  should  be,  the  estab- 
lishment of  Howard  College  upon  a  basis  that  shall  make  it  the  glory  of  our 
land,  end  a  blessing  to  the  world.  Can  this  be  dune!  Your  committee 
think  it  can  ;  and  that  perhaps  at  no  lime  in  its  Id-lory  has  there  been  a 
period  more  favorable  to  it  than  the  present.  The  recent  destruction  of  the 
College  Building  has  stirred  the  sympathies  of  its  friends,  and  as  the  ener- 
gies of  parental  love  are  quickened  by  the  approach  of  danger  to  a  beloved 
child,  so  are  they  prepared  to  render  more  ellicieiit  service,  and  make  larger 
sacrifices  than  they  have  jet  done  in  behalf  of  this— the  offspring  of  their 
benevolence.  It  ia  only  by  expecting  great  things  and  attempting  great 
things,  that  great  things  are  ever  accomplished.  Tho  expectation  »Dd  the 
attempt  must  go  hand  111  hand. 

Without  ottering  any  matured  plan,  your  committee  would  make  two 
suggestions— first,  that  an  ellicieiit  agent  be  employed  forthwith  to  collect 
funds  fur  the  permanent  endowment  of  Howard  College,  and  that  he  recede 
such  a  salary  as  will  secure  the  moat  competent  man  in  the  denomination  J 
second,  that  the  funds  thus  collected  be  appropriate.!,  first,  to  place  the  lite- 
rary tund  beyond  the  sinking  process,  and  second,  to  the  endowment  an  ad- 
ditional Theological  Professorship.  A  well  sustained  Theological  School  ia 
imperatively  demanded.  In  all  the  South  wo  have  not  such  an  one  as  is 
needed,  tar  be  it  from  us  to  cast  any  relleclion  upou  those  engaged  in  thia 
dtpartmont,  either  in  Howard  College  or  any  other  similar  institution.  80 
far  as  provided  for,  their  places  could  not  be  better  filled  ;  but  the  Theolog- 
ical Departments  in  our  institutions  of  learning  have  not  tho  prominence 
which  they  deserve.  Nor  would  your  committee  be  understood  as  depreci- 
ating the  importance  of  the  Literary  Department.  Their  interests  need  not, 
and  should  not  conflict,  but  in  entire  harmony  be  made  subservient  to  tha 
great  ends  for  which  they  were  created.  Another  Theological  Professorship 
would  not  onlj  afford  iucreascd  advantages  to  the  Theological,  but  alao

itrengthen  tlie  Literary  J  department,  such  time  as  might  not  be  fully  occu- 
pied by  tlie  ono  being  devoted  to  the  other.  Your  committee  have  learned, 
with  gratification,  that  tho  number  of  students  during  tho  last  term  was  lar- 
ger than  during  any  previous  year,  and  that  the  number  entering  the  Col- 
lege proper  was  nearly  double.  Tho  prospects  of  the  College  were  brighter 
than  ever  before.  In  conclusion,  your  committee  suggest  that  for  the  object 
to  which  they  have  given  prominence  in  this  report,  viz:  Theological  edu- 
cation, funds  can  bo  more  readily  obtained  than  for  any  other,  and  thus  the 
general  interests  of  tho  College  be  promoted.

Report  on   Temperance. 

Within  the  past  year  tho  Temperance  question  has  materially  changed  its 
aspect.  At  the  last  session  of  this  body  a  petition,  signed  in  behalf  of  the 
Convention,  was  presented  to  our  State  Legislature,  praying  them  to  enact  a 
law  giving  precincts,  or  counties,  the  tight  of  deciding,  by  popular  vote  or 
otherwise,  whether  licenses  shall  bo  granted  in  their  respective  bounds. 
Similar  petitions  were  made  by  our  District  Associations,  by  religious  bodit* 
of  other  denominations,  and  by  individuals,  until  they  represented  the  inter- 
est of  ono  hundred  and  twenty  thousand  of  tho  population  of  the  State. 
The  committee  of  the  Legislature  to  whom  these  petitions  were  referred, 
stated  that  it  was  inexpedient  to  legislate  upon  this  subject. 

Since  that  time,  a  convention  of  tho  friends  of  Temperance,  held  in  the  city 
of  Montgomery,  unanimously  resolved  to  make  this  issue  before  the  peo- 
ple at  tho  next  popular  election.  However  deeply  wo  may  sympathize  with 
this  movement  as  individuals,  with  it,  ns  a  religious  body,  we  can  have 
nothing  to  do.  Wo  recommend  therefore,  tho  adoption  of  tho  following 
resolutions: 

1st.  Resolved,  That  we  feel  an  unabated  interest  in  tho  cause  of  Temper- 
ance. 

2d.  Resolved,  That  we  would  see  with  great  pleasure  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  ardent  spirits,  as  a   beverage,  suppressed  by  legal  enactment

discloses  the  destitution  of  the  Word  in  our  State,  and  liia  suggestions  rela- 
tive to  tlio  best  means  of  supplying  this  need.     Ho  says: 

1st.  In  regard  co  the  amount  of  destitution  to  l»o  supplied,  I  have,  during 
tlio  three  years  that  I  have  been  acting  as  your  Agent,  taken  some  trouble, 
by  personal  observation  nnd  by  inquiry  of  intelligent  and  judicious  bretben,  to 
ascertain  what  destitution  really  exists  in  our  State,  and  am  convinced  that 
it  is  vastly  greater  than  we  have  been  accustomed  to  believe.  In  Autauga 
countv  alone,  we  have  found,  during  the-  last  year,  no  less  than  180  families 
destitute  of  the  Word  of  life;  and  this,  I  am  persuaded,  is  much  less  than 
what  exists  in  many  of  the  other  counties,  but,  taking  this  as  an  average, 
we  will  find  families  in  the  State  to  be.  supplied  with  the  Scriptures. 

2nd.  As  to  our  plan  for  supplying  this  destitution  it  must,  to  be  effectual, 
ho  a  qrnernl ]fl(tn,  extending  over  all  the  State.  The  operations  of  three  or 
four  Associations  in  the  richest,  most  inttlligent  and  least  destitute  portions 
will  not  meet  the  emergency.  We  must  do  something  in  all  the  Associa- 
tions, nnd  most  in  the  poorest  and  most  destitute.  It  will,  therefore,  bo  ne- 
cessary to  establish  a  general  system  of  Colportenrago,  and,  if  you  will 
permit,  1  would  respectfully  suggest  tlio  following  plan  of  organization, 
for  which,  I  am  indebted  in  tout,  to  suggestions  of  some  of  the  most  intelli- 
gent members' of  our  chinches  and  their  pastors: — Let  us  obtain  this  winter 
at  least  ^OOO  for  a  permanent  depository  fund,  to  be  invested  in  Hibles» 
Testaments  and  Religious  Hooks — especially  our  denominational  works—* 
and  from  which  our  Colporteurs  may  draw  their  supplies  for  circulation  in 
each  Association.  At  the  meetings  of  the  Associations  in  the.  coming  year 
let  a  sma'l  sum,  say  one,  or  two,  or  three  hundred  dollars  be  raised  in  eachj 
with  which  to  purchase  books  from  tho  depository  for  circulation  in  that 
Association,  and  a  faithful  brother  appointed  to  travel  in  the.  Assooiational 
bounds,  sell  tho  books,  supply  tho  destitute,  and  solicit  contributions  to  suB1- 
tain  tho  work.  The  money  received  for  the  books  will  go  back  to  the  de- 
pository for  a  new  supply.  Tho  profits  will  bo  appropriated  to  pay  the  Col- 
porteurs, and  if  it  be  not  sufficient  they  can  be  paid  from  the  contributions 
which  they  collect  in  passing.  Tho  system  will  thus,  when  once  put  into 
operation,  sustain  itself,  and  tho  depository  fund  can  never  bo  diminished-— 
ao  from  ft  wo  will  sell  only  for  cash.  The  Central  Association  lias  already 
a  fund  of  about  four  hundred  dollars — enough  to  set  two  Colporteurs  at 
work  within  her  bounds.  rI  ho  Bethel  and  the  Higbce  lave  also  considera- 
ble sums  already  contributed.  We  need  the  general  (hjx>Mtorij  fund  to  fur- 
nish regular  and  timely  supplies  of  books  of  suitable  character,  and  without 
the  delay  which  will  occur  when  wo  have  to  send  abroad  for  them,  nnd  suit- 
able men  to  engage  in  their  distribution.  Wo  can  havo  the  money  by  the 
1st  of  April,  and  tlio  men  will  bo  found  ready  for  the  work.  The  State  can 
be  supplied  thus  not  only  with  tho  Scriptures  but  with  such  books  and  tract* 
as  are  designed  to  explain  and  enfo-eo  tho  teachings  of  the  Scriptures,  and 
sustain  tho  doctrines  of  the  true  churches  of  Jesus  Christ,  Numbers  ot  our 
brothrcn  will  bo  employed  in  active  and  efficient  work  preaching  the  gospel 
from  house  to  bouse,  among  thoso  who  would  probably  never  hear  it  other- 
wise, and  our  denomination  will  become  better  known,  nnd  our  doctrines 
and  practices  more  perfectly  understood,  not  only  by  tho  free  circulation  of 
our  books,  nnd  tracts,  and  papers,  but  by  the  labors  and  conversation  of  our 
brethren  thus  engaged.
